JAPANESE DECIDE 
TO LEAVE LEAGUE 


TOKIO (Monday), Feb. 20.— 
(UP)—The Japanese cabinet to- 
day decided to withdraw from the 
League of Nations if the League 
assembly adopts the committee of 
19 report on Manchuria. 

The decision was considered tan- 
tamount to withdrawal. It was 
believed here the League assembly 
would adopt the report, which 
criticizes Japanese military activity 
in Manchuria and refused to rec- 
ognize Manchuokuo as an “inde- 
pendent state.”

CHINCHOW. Manchuria, Feb. 19. 
(P)—The most convincing indications 
were seen today that this week will 
witness the beginning of the long- 
heralded Japanese and Manchukuoan 
assault on the Chinese province of 
Jehol and the opening of the most ex- 
tensive international conflict the ori- 
ent bas seen since the Russo-Japanese 
war of 1905, 

With the fanfare of preliminary 
thrents and ultimatum nearly over, the 
preparations of General Nubuyoshi 
Muto, Japanese commander-in-chief in 
Manchuria, were near completion. 

(A Japanese ultimatum ordering 
Chinese forces immediately to evacu- 
ate Kailu, northern gateway of Jehol 
aa was received yesterday at 
ieping. It was said at Chinese Man- 
churian headquarters that it would be 
disregarded, even though the Japanese 
threatened to attack at once. The 
Japanese were reported prepared to 


issue two similar demands to other | 


Chinese officials.) 

The Japanese war machine, bris- 
tling with the newest destructive weap- 
ons, was pointed menacingly west- 
ward. Japanese leaders expressed 
confidence that five days after the 
advance was begun the Rising Sun 
hanners would be within the shadow 
of the main objective, Jehol City, the 
ancient summer capital of imperial 
China, 

Authoritative estimates of the in- 
vading army placed the total at 50,- 
000, nearly half of them Manchu- 
kuoans. 

Kistimates of the number of Chinese 
troops in Jehol ranged upward to 
226,000, Some Japanese officers, 
however, calculated the number at 
105.000, of which the regular troops 
ef Chang Hsioao-liang, north China 
military leader, and General Tang 
Yu-lin comprise 55, 

Final demands on Marshal Chang 
to withdraw his forces from Jehol 
was issued in the name of Chang- 
chun (capital of Manchukuo) regime, 
it was said, because the Japanese high 
command maintains this is a Manchu- 
kuoan domestic police expedition and 
that the Japanese army is merely as- 
sisting in fulfillment of the Japanese- 
Manchukuoan protocol.

Ruthless Killer Hunted 


Near Death; 


Condition of Father and Baby Critical, Hos- 
pital Reports; West End Citizens Hold Mass 
Meeting, Demand Arrest of Slayer. 


As Sam H. Henderson, 24, and his?shooting a few weeks ago of Hamp 
2-year-old son lay in a critical con- |. 


dition at Grady hospital Sunday a 
cordon of Fulton county deputies and 
county police were combing the 
section of country surrounding the 
little Henderson home, located be- 
tween the Campbeliton and Cascade 
roads, for a negro who early Saturday 
morning savagely killed Mrs. Hender- 
son, shot her husband twice and with 


the butt of a shotgun fractured the 
skull of the baby sleeping in his erib. 

Plans for the funeral of the pretty 
24-year-old wife and mother were be- 
ing held ‘in abeyance pending the out- 
come of the wounds received by her 
husband and young son. In one of 
Henderson’s brief lucid intervals Sun- 
day he said that neither of two sus- 
pects carried before him at the hos- 
pital was the man who killed his wife. 

More than 100 representative citi- 
zens of West End, aroused over the 
new tragedy in their community, held 
a mass meeting Sunday afternoon at 
the Cascade Heights school and adopt- 
ed resolutioins calling on the county 
police and other law enforcement 
agencies to “exhaust every possible 
means” at their command to bring 
the Henderson killer to justice. 

An appeal to Governor Talmadge 
to offer a reward for the slayer of Mrs. 
Henderson and to use every means 
at his disposal to aid in apprehend- 
ing the guilty party will be made this 
morning when resolutions adopted 
Sunday. by the Paul S. Etheridge 
Bible class of the Inman Park Baptist 
church are presented to the chief. ex- 
ecutive. 

Asking other suburban communities 
of Atlanta to do the same thing, the 
West End citizens, pledging their co- 
operation to the authorities. formed 
small separate searching partiés and 
launched a systematic hunt for the 
killer, with a determination to con- 
tinue their efforts toward breaking 
up the crime wave. Speakers at the 
meeting referred to the mysterious

Mrs. Henderson was killed instant- 
ly early Saturday morning after the 
burglar had demanded money. Hen- 
derson, at the hospital, said he di- 
rected the negro to a dresser where 
nine dollars and a few cents were and, 
after taking it, the negro was quoted 
as saying: 

“Well, it’s 1 o’clock and I think 
L’ll just kill you all.” 

“He lifted the gun,” Henderson 
then continued, “and shot my wife in 
the head. I was half sitting in bed. 
The negro then grabbed my double- 
barreled shotgun and shot me twice 
through the neck and shoulder and 
took the butt of the gun and clubbed 
the baby in the head. Then I lost 
consciousness.” 

Mrs. Henderson was a sister of 
Charles M. Ford, former Atlanta 
councilman. Her husband is a ‘cous-} 
in of Judge A. W. Callaway, of re- 
corder’s court, and of Police Lieuten- 
ant E. E. Callaway. He had recently 
gone back to work in the Fisher body 
plant of the Chevrolet Motor Com- 
pany. 

Under direction of Captain Oliver 
and Lieutenant Wells, county police 
took charge of the case and after 
taking two suspects before Henderson, 
who was unable to identify them, or- 
dered that Murphey Bradfield. arrest- 
ed on the Ben Hill road by County 
Officer Bazemore, be held on suspi- 
cion. He had not been taken to the 
hospital late Sunday. 

Another suspect held at Fulton tow- 
er is June Wheeler. of Flagtown, who 
was arrested by Officers Webb and 
Patrick on a drunk and disorderly 
charge. 

Between. 50 and 75 citizens of the 
West End community spent most of 


the day Sunday working with the 
county officers. searching possible hid- 
ing places. While officers said they 
had no definite clues. they expressed 
the hope: that the intensive search 
would produce “an arrest before many 
more hours.” 


TALMADGE T0 SIGN 
SCHOOL FUND HIKE 


Governor’s ‘Approval Will 
Bring New Pay Cut for 
Non-School Employes. 


Although he told proponents of the 
bill Saturday that he felt allocation 
Governor Eugene 
Talmadge indicatec Sunday that some 
time today he will sign the measure 
to give Atlanta schools 30 ver cent of 
the city’s revenue. 

At the conclusion of a public hear- 
ing Saturday, the governor said that 
he expected to give his approval, but, 
at the same time, wanted the voters 
of the city to have a chance to ap- 
proach the. representatives on the 
subject if they so desired. The gover- 
nor added that’ he would veto the 
measure if memhers of the Fulton 
and DeKalb delegations change their 
position and request that his approval 
be withheld. ; 

Senator Walter A. Sims said Sun- 
day he had not changed his mind 
about the bill and had heard of no 
other member of the delegations do- 
ing so. 

Opponents of the bill told the gov- 
ernor Saturday that if the schools are 
given 30 per cent of the city’s revenue 
an additional 12 per cent cut in the 
salaries of all other employes will be 
necessary in order to balance the 
city’s budget and obtain aid from the 
banks. Council: is to consider the 
finance committee’s proposal for the 
blanket 12 per cent cut today if the 
governor signs the bill, it was indi- 
cated. 

In asking the governor to veto the 
bill, Mayor James L. Key said that, 
“in justice and fairness, the bill ought 
to contain a referendum.” If the bill 
were adopted with a referendum, the 
mayor explained that he would make 
no further protest against it. 

In addition to Mayor Key, R. C. 
Mizell, of the Taxpayers’ League; 
Alderman E. A. Gilliam, Joe W. Ray 
and Councilman J. Frank Beck asked 
the governor to withhold his signa- 
ture.

At the same time it was said that 
with the refusal of Senator Carter 
Glass, of Virginia, to become . secre- 
tary of the treasury, William H. 
Woodin, president of the American 
Car and Foundry Company, and inti- 
mate friend of President-elect Roose- 
velt, was being considered for that 
post. 

Earlier plans for shifting Senator 
Hull to this place have been aban- 
doned. Senator Bronson Cutting. re- 
publican, New Mexico, has indicated 
he would not accept the interior de- 
partment post. This appeared to leave 
only two survivors of the original 
senatorial quartet the president-elect 
hoped to have in his cabinet. Senator 
Thomas J. Walsh, of Montana, as 
attorney-general, will be the other 
senator in the Roosevelt cabinet in 
addition to Hull. 

It also was learned today that Sen- 
ator Hull is expected to make im- 
portant use of Norman Davis, former 
under-secretary of state, in Europe. 
He is expected to recommend Davis’

MIAMI, Fla., Feb. 19.—(4)—May- 
or Anton Cermak, of Chicago, was 
progressing “steadily toward recov- 
ery” tonight and Giuseppe Zangara, 
the man who wounded him and four 


other persons in an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to assassinate President-elect 
Roosevelt, awaited a hearing tomor- 
row that may send him to prison for 
SO years. 

Physicians attending

mayor tonight said a temperature of 


100 was believed due to absorbtion 
from Injured tissues and there was no 
evidences of pneumonia or heart 
trouble. His progress after a comfort- 
able day was described as “slowly but 
steadily toward recovery.” 

At the same time a physician said 
Mrs. Joe H. Gill, Miami society wom- 
an, also seriously wounded by the 
wildly flying shots at Bayfront park 
last Wednesday night, was showing 
an unchanged condition, and her prog- 
ress is satisfactory.

Zangara was described as a “border 
line” case tonight by Dr. T. Earl 
Moore, phychiatrist appointed by de- 
fense attorneys to examine the assas- 
sin. He added that to call Zangara a 
sane man “should cause so-called nor- 
mal or sane people to be rather in- 
dignant.” 
be Dr. Moore added that Zangara is 
not well fitted to take a place in the 
society of normal people . . .

The maxi- 
mum penalty under each of the in- 
formations is 20 years imprisonment. 

Only Four Cases. 

These informations do not involve 
the shootings of Mayor Cermak and 
Mrs. Gill. Solicitor Morehead said 
that no action would be taken pend- 
ing the outcome of their injuries. 
In event either dies, he said, a grand 
jury would be ready to indict for mur- 
der, a capital offense. 

The charges he faces tomorrow are

OUR UNCARED-FOR AFFLICTED. 

The eight institutions for the 
mentally and physically afflicted 
citizens of Georgia are faced, de- 
spite the introduction of rigid 
economies, with acute problems be- 
cause of the failure of the state to 
properly support them. 

Economies effected by the State 
Board of Control of Eleemosynary 
Institutions during 1932 effected 
savings in operation costs of more 
than $275,000, this including $92,- 
000 in salary reductions, $5,000 in 
a revised insurance schedule and 
$179,000 in the purchase of sup- 
plies. 

The program of rigid economy 
has prevented the purchase of new 
equipment or enlargement at any 
of the eight institutions. All of 
them have been put upon a partial- 


ly self-sustaining basis through the 


dairy 
their 


stuffs, 
on 


production of food 
and poultry products 
farms. 

Each of the institutions has a 
capacity load of population and at 
the Milledgeville asylum and the 
sanitariums at Alto and Gracewood 
there are long waiting lists. 

The capacity at Milledgeville is 
4,700, but the average daily popu- 
lation during 1932 was 5,900. There 
is now a waiting list of 938 persons 
of unsound mind—327 being confin- 
ed in jails throughout the state 
because they are too violent to be 
cared for in the home. The capac- 
ity at Alto is 341 and there is a 


tuberculosis totalling 334. 

The school for mentally defectives 
at Gracewood, with a capacity of 
220, had last year an average popu- 
lation of 250 and now has a waiting 
list of 832.

GEORGIA’S WAIFS. 

State aid in the care of neglected 
and destitute childreg is sought in 
a bill now béfore the legislature 
which would authorize the depart- 
ment of public welfare to give these 
unfortumate waifs the ‘‘care and pro- 
tection of the state and to receive 
said children as wards when in co- 
operation with counties it is found 
their best interest cannot be served 
within their local institutions.” 

The bill provides that the depart- 
ment, through county’ welfare 
boards, shall seek out children who 
are in need of care and receive chil- 
dren committed to it by the courts. 
It provides for careful investiga- 
tion of each case before the child 
becomes a ward of the state. It 
provides especially that no child 
Shall be taken over who can be 
cared for by already existing 
agencies. 

Under the proposed law it will be 
possible for the department to 
place its wards in homes for adop- 
tion or in temporary boarding 
homes or institutions. Children so 
placed will continue under the 
supervision of the department, 
which is given authority to take 
them in charge again if for any rea- 
son it is deemed best. 

The collapse during the past sev- 
eral years of institutions which have 
been caring for dependent children, 
the widespread condition of unem- 
ployment in the cities and the eco- 


nomic stress in rural sections have 
resulted in rapid increase in the 
number of destitute and abandoned 
children. 

The condition of many of these 
children, especially in the rural sec- 
tions, is pitiful in the extreme. 
Many of them are existing like lit- 
tle animals, without proper food, 
raiment, shelter or care. 

Unless steps are taken to care 


not be unlike that of the hordes of 
Russian children whose condition, 
following the overthrow of organ- 
ized government in that country, 
aroused the sympathy of the entire 
world. 

The new bill provides, at but 
small expense to the state, the 
means for the placing of these help- 
less little ones in homes, or in in- 
stitutions where they will receive 
the care they have a right to ex- 
pect. 

That the present lack of care for 
these dependent children should 
continue is unthinkable and the leg- 
islature should take the proper 
steps to remove them from their 
pitiable plight. :

Hitler on Top. 


Rather than see the Hitler move- 
ment disintegrate and collapse, the 
barons, generals and junkers of Ger- 
many, with Von Papen and Von 
Schleicher at their head, handed over 
the chancellorship to Hitler and the 
running of the country to a nazi cab- 
inet. Had this not been done, the 
weeny of disintegration could not 
ave been stopped. The mass of the 
nazis was growing restless and’ tens 
of thousands, if not millions, were 
slipping over into the communist 
camp. Rather than lose the boys 
who have to do the dirty work in the 
event of a revolution, Hindenburg, 
who only a few weeks ago said: “Hit- 
ler will never be chancellor so long 
as I am alive,” swallowed his pride 
and called the ex-house painter to 
form a government. 


The first demand of the nazi chief 
was that the government pay the 
back wages of his “troops,” a sum 
of 20,000, marks. This was 
agreed to, so that the citizens of the 
constitutional parties now will have 
the pleasure of sharing in the pay- 
ment of the organization which will 
in the end wreck parliamentary gov- 
ernment in Germany and establish a 
fascist dictatorship. 

The advent of Hitler to the supreme 
power in the reich, however, will not 
improve the economic situation, 
which, in spite of all the solemn in- 
cantations a la Coue—‘“every day in 
every way we're getting better and 
better”—is not improving. There is 
no question but Hitler will unleash a 
terror. There is no question but that 
before he acknowledges his impotence 
in face of the economic situation, he 
will attempt the diversion of a war. 
And that war will not be against Po- 
land or against France, but against 
Russia. Hitler belongs to that group 
of international negotiators which in- 


ator Lemery, of France, and natural- 
ly the banks and armament firms who 
favor a Franco-German-Polish mili- 
tary alliance for the crushing of Rus- 
sia and the exploitation of the vast 
Russian market. That is the direc- 
tion in which Europe is drifting and 
drifting rapidly. But whether war 
will prove the salvation of the old 
continent remains to be seen. It may 
just as well be its doom. 


Cc hampion 
Tax Dodgers. 


With all the rumpus in France 
about prominent. politicians who 
quietly transferred their capital to 
Switzerland and Holland in order to 
escape the much higher income tax 
duties in France itself, a news item 
from the unknown depths of Portu- 
gese East Africa shows once again 
that men are brothers under the skin, 
at least that they practice the same 
tricks. There is a tribe in that part 
of the world which hit upon an ex- 
cellent scheme of tax-dodging. Some 
years ago the tribe was cut in two 
by the new Transvaal-Portugese bor- 
derline. The tribesmen consequently 
live on both sides of the border. They 
soon realized that, whereas the Trans- 
vaal government collected its tax in 
winter, leaving the low veldt severe- 
ly alone during the summer fever sea- 
son, the Portuguese made summer 
their revenue-gathering period. It 
was easy, therefore, for the tribes- 
men to evade payment to either au- 
thority by the simple expedient of 
planting the crops in the Transvaal, 
reaping them in summer and autumn, 
and transferring themselves with all 
their belongings to Portugese territory 
in the winter.

NATIONAL CONVENTION 
URGED. BY NEW YORKER 

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—(P)—Call- 
ing of a national constitutional con- 
vention for ratification of repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment was advo- 
cated in a letter written to Vice Pres- 
ident-elect John N. Garner today by 
Assemblyman Louis A. Cuvillier. 

Cuvillier wrote Garner that his 
idea was approved last year by Presi- 
dent-elect Roosevelt when he signed 
a resolution memorializing congress 
to call a national convention to repeal 
the eighteenth amendment. 

Cuvillier wrote Garner, in part, as 
follows: : 

“ | . There is no valid or legal 
reason why congress cannot eall a 
national constitutional convention of 
all the states to meet forthwith to re- 
peal the eighteenth amendment and 
pay for expenses there of delegates to 
be prorated on the same quota as 


members of congress, and each state.

to the constitution. . . .

letter said. 

In a recent open letter to the sen- 
ate agriculture and banking commit- 
tees, President Edward A, O'Neal, of 
the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion assailed their handling of farm 
relief legislation. O’Neal’s name was 
among those attached to the letter 
sent the house committee today. An- 
other signer was Louis T. Taber, mas- 
ter of the National Grange. 

Apparently four members of the 
committee, coming from industrial con- 
stituencies and lacking in agricultural 
information, have been deceived and 
misled by traders and speculators in 
farm products,” today’s letter said. 
It is noteworthy that the fifth mem- 
ber of the committee, the only one 
representing an agricultural district 
and having an appreciation of a farm- 
ers problems, has filed a vigorous 
minority report.”

Last Mass and Burial 
To Be Held 
Today.

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—(4)—The 
great and the unknown, the rich and 
the poor, old friends and many who 
never had seen his face in life called 
today at the home of James J. Cor- 
bett to pay their last respects to the 
foremost heavyweight champion of the 
world, who died yesterday after an 
illness of 19 days. 

From early in the afternoon a con- 
stant stream of automobiles wended 
through the narrow streets of sub- 
urban Bayside to the big house above 
Little Neck bay, where Corbett had 
lived for 30 years, where he died and 
where his wasted body now lay in 
state. 

Some came in limousines, some 
came in taxicabs, others in battered 
cars of better days, all testifying to 
the grip this man who introduced 
science to the boxing ring held on the 
imagination of the public. 

SLOSH THROUGH MUD. 


Sloshing through the mud of the 
unpaved street, they reverently climb- 
ed the steps of the big house to the 
second floor where Corbett lay. Above 
the head of the big walnut bed hung 
a crucifix. Prayer beads were clasped 
in his hands. At one side two tall 
white candles burned, between them 
stood a cross, symbol of his religion. 

Many of his own faith kneeled at 
the bench at his feet to whisper pray- 
ers and cross themselves. Many of his 
old neighbors, with whom he had 
worked and played through the years, 
wept openly as they left the room. 

In a downstairs room flowers were 
piled high, last testimonials from the 
friends he counted by the thousand, 
and every hour brought more as well 
as messages of condolence to Mrs. 
Corbett, his wife for 37 years, in 
whose arms he died. 

The body will be held at the house 
until 9 o'clock tomorrow’ morning. 
Then it will be taken through the city 
to St. Malachy’s church, on West 
Forty-ninth street, Manhattan, where 
Corbett’s pa-ish priest, Father Hayes, 
of the Sacred Heart church in Bay- 
side, will officiate at the last mass.

RING SUFFERING 


NEW YORK. Feb. 19.—(A— 
Ernie Schaaf, Boston heavyweight. 
from inflammation of 
the brain when he entered the ring 
at Madison Square Garden February 
10 for his ill-fated match with Primo 
Canera, Dr. Charles Norris, chief 
medical examiner for New York city, 
announced today. 

Schaaf died in Polyclinic hospital 
here Tuesday following an operation 
to relieve pressure on the brain. 

The medical examiner's report, made 
on the basis of a microscopic examina- 
tion of the brain, said that Schaaf's 
general condition interfered with his 
boxing skill so that he was less able 
to avoid blows. 

While declining to state definitely, 
Dr. Norris and his assistant, Dr. Ben- 
jamin Morgan Vance, said that the 
inflammation of the brain from which 
Schaaf was suffering probably was 
due to a recent attack of influenza. 

“In addition,” the report continued, 
“blows not in themselves dangerous, 
aggravated the meningo-encephalitis 
(inflammation) with the result that 
odema (swelling) of the brain. cereb-

GUTTON DECLINES 
SLIGnT FOR WEER 


Sales Volume, Including 
Finished Goods, Report- 
ed in Fair Condition.

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—(4)—The 
cotton market had to weather one or 
two mild waves of selling last week, 
but the old resistance levels proved 
inviolable so that prices yielded only 
nominally from the levels of a week 
ago. 

Various elements, including’ the 
Michigan bank holiday and congres- 
sional differences of opinion on cot- 
ton relief measures, put many traders 
on the sidelines and caused a general 
scaling down of trade price fixing 
bids, 

These factors determined the mar- 
ket’s courage during the first half of 
the week, but thereafter the more 
constructive side of the picture, par- 
ticularly in relation to encouraging 
reports from mills and selling agents 
received attention. 

There were indications that sales 
of print cloth, narrow sheeting and 
broadcloth were continuing in excess 
of production; the general volume of 
sales, including finished goods, was 
said to be fair. Prices are not satis- 
factory in all lines, but the scale is 
generally better than a month ago. 

Satisfaction was expressed by the 
trade over the gain in January con- 
sumption of cotton as compared with 
the previous month. According to the 
census bureau, domestic mills used 
471.000 bales, against 440,000 in De- 
cember and 425,000 in January, 1932. 
ONLY SLIGHT CHANGE 

IN NEW ORLEANS MART 

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 19.—(@®)— 
Very moderate trading featured the 
cotton contract market during the 
past week, although there have been 
some periods of spasmodic activity. 
Prices fluctuated within a moderate 
range and although the tendency was 
downward in early week in sympathy 
with a break in stocks which followed 
the announcement of the Michigan 
bank holiday, the décline from the 
closing levels of the preceding week 
did not exceed 27 to 30 points and 
all of this decline was recovered grad- 
ually owing to moderate trade buying 
and price fixing, with little or no 
pressure from hedge selling. 

Aside from long liquidation early 
in the week most of the selling re 
ported has been by ring traders, as 
sentiment among professionals ap- 
peared to be somewhat bearish. The 
market received some gupport from 
the passage by the senate of the pro- 
hibition repeal amendment and the fa- 
vorable pfospect of its passing the 
house of representatives during the 
coming week. 

As a result of the gradual recov- 
ery during the second half of the week, 
the period closed with little net 
change in: values to a slight gain. 
The week was featured by more or 
less liquidation of the March position 
in advance of the first notice day for 
that month now but a week off. The 
liquidation mainly took the shape of 
transfers from the near to the more 
distant positions. 

Demand for spot cotton continued 
to fall off during the week in prac- 
tically all southern markets. The de- 
mand from domestic. mills was de- 
cidedly limited and the export de- 
mand was also light except for a fair 
inquiry from the Orient. The demand 
from Japan is sustained by activity 
reported by Japanese mills. 

Traders appear to be still follow- 
ing a waiting attitude owing to un- 
certainty of passage by congress of 
the Smith bill and the fear that acre- 
age may not show much falling off in 
plantings for the new crop. 

Exports for the week were fair, but 
less than those of a vear ago.

Encouraging Vitality Seen 
In Many Lines of Business 


Larger Than Seasonal Gains Are Recorded in 
Freight Loadings and Electric Output. 
Rail Report Well Received. 


By FRANK M. M’CONNELL. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—(#)—Busi- 
ness reports and statistics of the 
past week showed maintenance of dis- 
tinctly encouraging vitality, in the 
face of adverse financial develop- 
ments. 

The weekly freight carloadings and 
electric power consumption reports re- 
flected the recent cold snap with larg- 
er than seasonal gains, and the mer- 
cantile reports indicated that trade 
volume was being well maintained. 

Even in Michigan, where most of 
the banks were closed, pending a holli- 
day period, in which their assets 
might be liquified. and steps taken 
permanently to bolster them, the re- 
ports from automobile and retail busi- 
nesses showed little curtailment. Else- 
where, there were some scattered gains 
which obtained double importance 1n 
view of the normal sagging of busi- 
ness during February. 

Of transcending importance was the 
publication on Wednesday of the na- 
tional transportation committee’s re- 
port. In general it met with con- 
siderable approval, even from railroad 
executives, who were rather roundly 
scored for competitive wastefulness 
and for failure in good times to amvr- 
tize debts of railroads. 

The automobile industry recorded 
for the week ended February 11 a 
further decline in. production. which 
was attributed primarily to the. in- 
fluence of labor trouble. but in the 
week just passed there were gains in 
production by two lower-priced manu- 
facturers, and in Detroit it was stated 
that production schedules were. still 
being filled, without serious interfer- 
ence. either from strikes or from the 
bank moratorium. 

The steel industry was considerably 


more cheerful. While ingot output 
recorded only a slight improvement, 
it was noted that the demand for 
steel bars was increasing, this de- 
velopment being hailed as significant 
because bars represent the buying ac- 
tivities of a wide number of miscel- 
laneous industries. Great stress also 
was placed on the evidences that the 
steel industry is again taking a stand 
on prices. Following several weeks 
of declining tendencies, the undertone 
firmed during the week, and trade 
uuthorities reported that leading man- 
ufacturers were now prepared to arrest 
the sag. 

Electrical power production as re- 
ported for the latest week showed con- 
siderable improvement over the pre- 
ceding week, the output figures being 
1,482,509,000 kilowatt hours, against 
1,454,913.000. The weekly figures 
stood 6.1 per cent below the corre- 
sponding week of 1932, compared with 
S.4 per cent for the week before. 
an indication of improvement which. 
however, lost some of its force because 
of the incidence of Lincoln birthday 
commemoration in different periods for 
the two years under comparison. 

Carloadings as shown for the latest 
week also showed a gain over the 
previous week, the totals being 5(1.- 
320, against 483,192. The latest fig- 
ure stood 10.7 per cent below the 
corresponding 1932 period, against a 
spread of 15.8, but bere also the com- 
parison was somewhat distorted be- 
cause of the Lincoln birthday holiday 
in different weeks under comparison. 

The week-end mercantile reports 
were in agreement that business was 
stoutly resisting adverse news, and 
both spoke of betterment in some lines 
of merchandising, notably spring lines.

GUTTON GOODS PRICES 
DRUP DURING WEEK 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—Notwith- 
standing a generally quiet week, ac- 
tual volume has been very fair, Print 
cloth sales have been reasonably larze 
but prices have lost a part of their 
recent gain as a result of the slow- 
ing down during the last two or three 
days. somewhat better demand 
has developed on bag constructions, 
both on coarse yarn goods for bran, 
feed and meal and on flour bags as 
well as on lighter weight sheetings 
and print cloths for sugar bags. Mills 
have not been interested, however, in 
contracting very far ahead’on account 
of the extremely low prices. There 
is considerable uneasiness in this 
branch of the industry over the pos- 
sible passage of any farm relief bill 
which would materially increase cot- 
ton cloth prices, thereby causing the 
substitution of burlap and paper for 
cotton goods. 

As a result of Red Cross purchases, 
the situation has improved materially 
on cotton blankets and we believe 
there will be further purchases of 
¢lothing materials and manufactured 
garments, which should’ strengthen 
colored goods generally. Printers re- 
port that while business has shown 
some little improvement recently, the 
demand has not been as good as some 
had expected. There has been a fair 
demand on certain constructions used 
by the curtain trade. 

General merchandise distribution 
continues to be influenced by prices 
and publicity. Retailers are finding 
it increasingly necessary to use ad- 
vertising to attract buyers. 

During the week business in gen- 
eral has been slowed down consid- 
erably because of the scare caused 
by the attempt on the life of Presi- 
dent-elect Roosevelt, and also because 
of the bank moratorium in Michigan, 
and principally because of the latter 
money in circulation increased $149,- 
000,000 this week, lifting the out- 
standing amount to $5,854,000,000, a 
new record high in spite of the de- 
pressed state of prices. This increase 
in currency has reduced the large ex- 
cess reserves of banks, and it looks 
as if we would continue to.more .or 
less mark time until the new admin- 
istration gets the solution of some of 
the important problems under way.

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—(4)—The 
bond market slid back rather preci- 
pitately early this week, but selling 
pressure abated as the week wore on. 
Prices, as measured by the average 
of 60 domestic corporate issues, gut 
back to the levels of early January. 

The action of the market was large- 

ly dominated by the courage of United 
States government issues, which, be- 
cause of heavy selling motivated by 
a desire for fturther bank liquidity, 
as cash was needed in Michigan, sus- 
tained fairly sharp losses. Selling 
converged on the treasury loans, a 
few of which lost more than a point 
on the week. 
That railroad bonds of the second- 
ary class yielded rather readily to 
the week’s selling was not surpris- 
ing in view of their somewhat rapid 
advance in the previous week. Specu- 
lative profits had accumulated in 
many of these issues, and with first 
signs of market unsettlement there 
was a mild stampede to realize.

FORMER PREMIER 
OF SPAN PASSES 


Admiral Juan Bautista 
Aznar Last Served Un- 
der King Alfonso. 


MADRID, Feb. 19.—(4)—Admiral 
Juan Bautista Aznar, who was the 
last premier of Spain under the mon- 
archy, died today. He was 63~ years 
old. 

Admiral Aznar, who had _ been 
prominent in naval affairs practical- 
ly his entire adult life, was premier 
when on April 14, 1931. King Alfonso 
abdicated and a republic was_ pro- 
claimed in Spain. The abdication of 
the king followed within a few hours 
the resignation of the government of 
Premier Aznar, which advised the 
king to call in three leaders who had 
demanded a constitutional convention 
which would determine whether Spain 
should become a republic or remain 
a monarchy. Approximately at the 
same time republican leaders issued 
an ultimatum demanding that the 
king declare a republic. The abdica- 
tion soon followed. 3 

He was a prisoner of war at the 
naval hospital in Norfolk, Va., in 
1898. At that time he was lieutenant | 
commander of the Spanish cruiser 
Vizoaya, which was sunk in July of 
that year with three other Spanish 
ships at Santiago, Cuba. During con- 
finement there, Admiral Aznar and 
some thirty other Spanish officers 
were given free run not only of the 
hospital but of Portsmouth and Nor- 
folk as well, and were entertained by 
beth naval authorities and civilians. 
Their normal internment was for a 
period of about ten weeks. 

He became premier February 18, 
1931, when the government of Premier 
Berenguer fell.
